Adoption Secrecy 
Foils Blackmailers 


In New British Law 


LONDON, —- (Reuters) — 
Persons who adopt children 
in Britain will oo longer be 
able to be squeezed by the 
blackmailer for hush money, 

The adopters are now pro- 
tected by new rules which 
came into force Jan, 1 and 
which enable them to keep 
their identities secret, 

Persons who adopt a child 
in future will be given a 
number which will be used 
in court hearings. thus foil- 
ing blackmailers who in the 


past have extracted hush 
money from a couple by 
threatening to tell their 
adopted child who its real 
parents are 

Anyone wishing to adopt 


a child need not be seen in 
court by the mother; applica- 
tions for an adoption order 
are to be heard in camera; 
all documents must be con- 
fidential; guardians are or- 
dered to maintain secrecy,
